Expert Pronounce* One of the S 


Factory Relics a Woman's Bone. 


Chicago, Sept. 1G. — The prosecution 


in the Luetgert trial Is nearing Its end, 
and the announcement was made that 
it would probably have all of its wit- 
nesses on the stand by Saturday noon. 


The evidence given weighed heavily 


against Luetgert, and no more dam- 
aging testimony has been given, against 
him than from Professor George A. 
Dorsey of the Feield Columbian mu- 
seum, who was on the stand during the 
afternoon, 


One of the bones found In the sau- 


sage factory was shown him, and in 
the most positive manner and withoul 
a perceptle of hesitation he pronounced 
it to be the upper portion of tho left 
thighbone of a woman. He said that 
the formation of the upper end of tha 
bone proved without question that it 
was the femur of a woman. The bone 
had the a.ppearance of having been 
burned, and Assistant State's Attor- 
ney McEwen put the question to the 
witness: "Could a solution of caustic 
potash have produced the burnt effect 
you have pointed out on the bone?" 


The reply of the witness was em- 


phatic and immediate, "In. my judg- 
ment it could." 


The evideace was a hard blow, to the 


defense, and Luetgert scowled black 
at the witness. Professor Dorsey also 
identified a bone shown him as the left 
temporal bone of a woman. Professor 
Norval H. Pierce identified the bones 
in a manner similar to that of Profess- 
or Dorsey. The cross-examination of 
both witnesses was postponed.

We Have the Largest Claim. 


The arrival of the steamer Navarro 


from Clipperton. island confirms pre- 
vious rumors of possible diplomatic 
complications with. Great BriUun' over 
the ownership of that isolated bit of 
.and situated GOO miles west of Acapul- 
co. lt"seems thatEngland hasnever ac- 
quired a title to the land. Several years 
a«-o it was discovered that the island 
was rich in phosphates. The Oceanic 
Phosphate company of San Francisco, 
was then organized, and since that time 
the island has been owned in that city 
and has practically-been United States 
territory. 


•It is now asserted that English capi- 


talists propose, to buy the San Fran-, 
cisco company's interest, and, having 
acquired a commercial control, to then, 
place the island under Great Britain's, 
flag. A gentleman familiar with the 
matter says: 


"Mexico may assert a claim, if Eng- 


land attempts to annex the- Clipper- 
ton, and under the Monroe doctrinethe 
United States would be-expected to sup- 
port it. Mexico can show no title to 
the island. The United States has a 
commercial claim that is ahead of anj 
other. 


"Even though Mexico or the United 


States may not want the islands, the 
policy of the United States against the 
extension of European dominion on this 
continent, may be extended, to the coral 
island. 
Diplomatic difficulties may 


arise in any event unless England de- 
sists from attempting to acquire own- 
ership." 


FOUGHT WITH MACEO. 


American Return* und Recounts Him 


Advcntiir»-!t In Culm. 


Ira C. Parley, of Cleveland, lias just 


andcd in New York from lluvtuia. lie 
went to Cuba witb Uie Lcyt« Viclcl ex- 
pedition aycnrugo. L5e.u:g attached to 
tlie western army, lie attracted the at- 
tention of Antonio Maceo. !>y bis gal- 
lantry in battle. Macvo promoted and 
trusted him. 


"We usually fought iu small parties," 


said Furley, "but once in a while there 
would be a battle iu. winch fromJ.UOOto 
l,r>00 of our men would be engaged. A 
curious thing was that you could al- 
ways tell whether it was Spaniards or 
Cubans who were fighting-, because with, 
the Spanish troops it was always volley 
firing, and poorly aimed firing at that, 
while with the insurgents the firing was 
always scattering and individual." 


Of the late Gen. Maceo, his chief, he 


speaks in th« highest terms, "tie was 
the bravest man I ever su.w," said he. 
"Maceo could not rest when the enemy 
were near him uutil he wns fighting 
them. Ho was like u lion, and did not 
know what fear meant. And when bul- 
lets were whistling about him he was 
always cool and composed. The army 
were appalled when they beard of hia 
death." 


"Col. Bnldemore Acosta and Capt 


Jesus Delgado made their way back to 
tbe field and so secretly buried the body 
that the Spaniards, in spite of the most 
strenuous efforts, have been unable to 
learn the spot where it was interred. 
Neither have the two officers entrusted 
the secret to any others, irom fear that 
it might somehow be betrayed." 


For several months Farley tried to 


cross the island to where Gomez is ia 
command, but every attempt failed. 
Finally wasted by fever and the effects 
oi exposure, he found that he must 
leave the island or die. With difficulty 
he made his way to the outskirts of 
Havana, and was there two weeks ago 
arrested as a suspect. He was examined 
before; a tribunal, but pretended com- 
plete ignorance of the Spanish lan- 
guage and was allowed to go aboard a 
steamer bound for New York city.

QUEER CASE OF SLEEPING CHILD 


T-welvc-Ycnr-Old Kentucky Girl Han 


Slumbered Twenty-Six Days. 


The 12-year-old daughter of Mrs. 


Thomas Dick, of 427 East Kentucky 
street. Louisville, Ky., has been lying in 
a deep sleep at her home for 26 days. 
The case is a queer one and has puzzled 
a number of physcians who have in- 
terested themselves in tbe 
outcome. 


Tbe child was taken ill 23 days ago, 
when she fell asleep in a chair. She was 
awakened with difficulty 
and 
com- 


plained of a headache. This was fol- 
lowed by a fever, and the next morning 
a physician was called. 


Dr. Grant at first pronounced it a case 


of typhoid fever. This, however, was 
soon broken and the child fell into a 
deep sleep, from which she has not 
awakened since. 
During this long 


period a spoonful of whisky and milk 
has been forced into her stomach, and 
by that stimulant alone she has been 
kept alive. Every effort to rouse the 
child has failed. 
Dr. Prank Wilson, 


•who now has charge of the case, says 
he. expects that five or six more days 
will pass before he can rouse the child. 
During the early part of the girl's life 


Bhe had an attack of spinal meningitis, 
and i'u is thought that this is the chief 
reason for her comatose state. 


A NEW AQUATIC NOVELTY. 


Umbrella Boat, with » Sail l-tl£« a 


.Jni>»Joene Snnsbadc. 


The new umbrella boat has caused 


a great sensation at the Cowes regatta. 
It is tie inventdon af MJr. Wilson, of 
Dublin, and n Mr. Pilcher. an expert in 
aerial navigation'. 


Instead of t:he> customary sail it has 


fixed to its mast n, Jingo umbrella, in 
appearance like a Jaipa,r.ese sunsihade, 
which can be altered' «s required in its 
reaction to the winds, 6pe-ne.d and closed 
like a lady's fan. 


It is an attempt, to ove-rcoine the loss 


of driving power occasioned by the keel 
of a boat, in a breeze. The. umbrella 
wag tested: at Cowes, nppVie.d tempo- 
rarily in an old 15-ifooter, the sail area 
being double wlia.h sbo could, curry 
•witlh ordinary sails, though she re- 
quired less ballast, her novel sail carry- 
ing her along at be-tiwe-en ton nnd 11 
knots. 
The chief features of the invention 


are these: The mast, is so pivoted at 
the keel that the- full area of sail'may 
at all times be squarely placed to the 
direction, of the witid as is desired. 
The mast is capable, of varying its ao-gle 
with the keel either in a forward di- 
rection or iroan side- to side. 


A 40-foot boat ia being 
specially 


built for tJie new sail and, judging 
by the performance under the unfavor- 
able conditions in which it was. tried at 
Cowcs, the umbrella, boat will make as 
big a cut in the sailing record as the 
TurbiniF did in the steaming record.

Plague at Their Doors. 


YELLOW JAOE AT EDWARDS, 


Dr. Guiteras, the Expert, Discovers 


Six Cases. 


EHOTGUN QUAEANTINE DEOLAEED 


Intense Excitement FevaiU at the Capi- 


tal of Mississippi anil Other Places In 
th(? Infected District—The Worst Fears ; 
Realized, and Everywhere the Presence 
of the Invisible foe 3Ialce» Strong Men 
mad Devoted Women Quake—City Offi- 
cial* Issue Instrvctlonsto the Public. 


Jackson, 
Miss., Sept. 16.—All the 


fears of the people of Jackson In re- 
gard to the sicUness prevalent.at tod- 
' wards have been realized. Dr. Guiter- 
as the government/ expert has con- 
firmed seven cases of yellow fever, and 
says there are many suspects. 


First the cases were reported as ma- 


laria fever, then after a time they be- 
came dengue fever. Another wait and 
they were pronounced suspicious and 
finally declared to be genuine yellow 
fever. During all this time the disease 


reiy first suspicion 
coming to our 


knowledge.

"To the country people we wish to 


say in refusing to admit them into our 
city, we want it understood it is done 
for our mutual good, for if we have the 
fever you will not be-exposed; if we do 
not have it you will be protected. 


"Our doctors 
will be permitted to 


visit you in sickness, and arrange- 
ments will be perfected so that you can 
come to our quarantine station and 
send In for groceries, medicines and 
the necessaries of life. 


"To our citizens remainnig in the 


city we say franicly, a curse is threat- 
ened; you are expected to do your duty 
and co-operate with mayor and board 
of aldermen. 


The regulations in regard to staying 


off the streets after 9 p. m. will be rig- 
idly enforced. 


The fire alarm will tap three times 


at 9 o'clock, and all persons found up- 
on the 'streets after that' time will be 
heJd to a strict account. If there are 
any persons here who are depending 
on being fed on free rations, we want 
to say to them frankly that there will 
be none issued.rThe farmers are clam- 
oring for laborers, and we are'deter- 
mined no loafers or idlers shall remain 
in the city. To -this class we especial- 
ly say, you had better go at once. 


"We again assure our people in the 


city that should the fever break out 
we shall see that speedy transportation 
•to take them away will be provided,

has been spreading rapidly at the rate 
of five or six new cases daily until 
there are now 40 cases in existence at 
Edwards. 


The evolution of the disease from 


malarial to yellow fever was such that 
the people now regard dengue as sim- 
ply a more convient term than yellow 
fever. 


Dr. Guiteras arrived at Edwards on a 


special train at 4 a. m. and proceeded 
at once to work. A telegram addressed 
to Dr. Guiteras asking for information 
on the situation at Edwards elicited 
the reply that he had no statement for 
publication. 


Names of Patients. 


Dr. Purnell, who has been at Ed- 


wards for several days, wired the state 
board of health as follows: "Dr. Guit- 
eras arrived early. We have visited a 
number of cases and the following are 
pronounced yellow fever: W. A. Mont-' 
gomery, Pat Montgomery, Mrs. Anna 
Henry, T. H. W. Barrett, B. F. Suttle, 
Miss Mamie Austin (three miles out in 
the country) Mrs. Champion (at Cham- 
pion Hill). 


At 10 a. m. the following report was 


made by Dr. Guiteras to Dr. Wyman at 
Washington: "The diagnosis of yellow 
fever made in Bix cases by Dr. Purnell 
is confirmed. He has two other cases 
that I have not yet seen. There ara 
many children sick with what is prob- 
ably a mild type of the disease. The 
cases are not confined to one locality 
but are all traceable to the Anderson 
case, which, came from Ocean Springs. 
The medium of distribution appears 
to have been the Champion case. Mr. 
Champion, who died, was a prominent 
man and many people congregated in 
the house during the illness. Dr. Pur- 
mell is immune 'and I recommend him 
as competent to take charge of the sit- 
uation if necessary. I shall leave for 
Mobile, unless otherwise directed. 


Cordon of Guards. 


The state board has instructed Dr. 


Purnell to place a cordon of guards 
around Edwards. Report says that the 
disease has also appeared at Clinton 
and Smiths, towns near Edwards. The 
ttate board has ordered the discontinu- 
ance of trains on the Woodville, Miss., 
branch of the Yazoo 
n^'1 Mississippi 


Valley road. 


The following order was promul- 


gated by the state board of health at 
VIcksburg: 


To all citizens of the state of Missis- 


sippi, railroad officials and other trans- 
portation lines and all newspapers: * 


"On account of yellow fever at sever- 


al places along the coast of this state 
and several cases of yellow fever at 
Edwards, Miss., and reported suspected 
cases at various points throughout the 
state, until further orders by this 
board no persons will be allowed to get 
off trains or boats at any station or 
point In the state of Mississippi and 
no freight, baggage, mail, or express ia 
to be handled by the railroads or other 
.transportation companies from infected 
places. 


"No trains will be allowed to stop at 


infected places, any person from non- 
Infected communities, whose destina- 
tion is beyond the state of Mississippi 
•will be allowed to board trains at all 
points not infected with yellovr fever. 
Train crews running to or from places 
that are not infected by yellow fever 
•will be allowed to get off at the termi- 
nals." 


Notice to the Public. 


The city officials Issued the follow- 


ing proclamation, signed 
by Mayor 


Wharton, Health 
Officer Todd and 


Chief of Police Ewing: 


"The fever 
prevailing at Edwards 


has at last been officially diagnosed as 
yellow fever, which has been regarded 
as such by our board of health since 
the death of Mr. Champion. We have 
maintained a strict Quarantine against 
this point as well as against all In- 
fected and suspicious points. We feel 
conadent of our ability to keep the yel- 
low fever out of Jackson, and wlil put 
an absolute quarantine against ail per- 
sons coining into our city from any 
point In order to do this no health 
certificates will be honored from any 
one. 


"To those who desire to leave the 


city we desire to say if you are expect- 
ing to leave at once. To "hose who 
are coin* to stay, that we are going to 
tear* Dotting undone to beep the fever 
oat, and thould it come we pledge our 
•word fT? honor to give notice of the 


promised, if necessary, to furnish & 
special train on a few hours' notice." 


Death to Intruders. 


Yazoo City Miss., has issued orders 


for a shotgun 
quarantine to be en- 


forced. No trains are allowed to stop 
except to exchange mails at the quar- 
antine statioins. No passengers are al- 
lowed to leave the train at all, and all 
mails and express must befumigated 


Gaurds armed to the teeth are 


placed along the city boundaries, but 
in spite of these rigid rules several 
have managed to get in, some even 
coming from infected districts. 
Two 


drummers who came Monday were put 
in quarantine. 


A telegram was received at the gov- 


ernor's office asking that 25 tents be 
sent to Vicksburg to be used by quar- 
antine offlicals. 


A decided and complete panic has 


prevailed in Jackson all day. Every- 
body has left town that could do eo. 
The business houses have closed and 
the newspapers have suspended pub- 
lication and closed their offices. Jack- 
son has a population of 10,000 people, 
and two-thirds of these have deserted 
the city.

The Canadian government b;is sub- 


mitted formal proposals to this govern- 
ment to establish communication wiUi 
-the Klondike regrion in Alaska by tlie 
construction of a telegraph Hue from 
the head of winter navigation on the 
Lynn canal into tie center of the Klon- 
dike district. The proposals have been 
taken under advisement. Ihey have 
been approved by the British principal 


'; secretary of state for forei-a nfFairs 


and were forwarded by tlie governor- 
rreneral of Canada, through the British 
embassy, to the state department, and 
referred to the interior 
department. 


There the papers are locked up pending 
consideration. 


Tim proposals, while reserving the 


rio-hts of either country pending the 
se'ttlemen.t of the international boun- 
dary line between the United States 
and Canada south of Mount St. Elias 
urge the expediency of establishing a 
permanent route giving access to the 
interior at all seasons of the year. The

trail can be followed to Fort Selkirk 
and Klondike. That government also 
signifies its intention, in case the propo- 
sitions are adopted, to erect suitable 
places for shelter at periods from 40 to 
50 milts along the line and keep up.

for the conveyance of the mails to and 
from the interior.

on Mount Tacomn. 


J. E. Mitchell and wife, Miss JaneMc- 


Farlane, of Sumner, and Sergt. Will A. 
Hall, of Puyallup, were nearly starved 
and froze 0 to death at the top of Mount 
Tacoma lost week. They were held 
prisoners for three nights and four days 
by a. storm. As the party was ascend- 
ing the mountain the storm gathered 
and increased to a. hurricane just as 
they scrambled over the rim of the 
cruter into a place of shelter. 


They remained hud died together d tir- 


ing the first night and not an eye closed 
in. sleep. The next day an attempt was 
mnde by the men to prepare to es- 
cape, but the wind blew them back 
from the crater's rim. The-second night 
was passed In a sheltered ice cavern, 
with the sulphur-laden steam rising on 
all Bides.

In ad- 
dition, to the prospect of freezing to 
death tlie party was face to face with 
starvation. The storm broke awajr on 
the fourth day and all escaped. The 
Mitchell party reports that the Ma- 
zamas burned for firewood the big flag- 
pole which Oscar Brown, of Cle-Elum, 
risked his life to carry to the top of 
the mountain five years ago. On this 
pole the largest American flag ever un- 
furled at a three-mile altitude was 
hung.

United Slate*. 


The, report of the United1 States com- 


mlssionw of education, I>r. William T. 
Uaxris, for the year ended July 1, 1896, 
has just been completed. Ifbring-s the 
educational progress of the country' up 
to that date aiid embraces the latest 
statistics the bureau had g-athered. The 
report shows a total enroll meat in that 
year In the schools and colleges, both 
public and private, of 15,997,197 pupils. 
This was an increase of 308,575. The 
number int public institutions was 14,- 
465,371, and in. private institutions 
1,531,826. In addition, to all these there 
were 418,000 pupils hi the various spe- 
cial fichools and institutions, including- 
business colleg63' music conservatories, 
Indian ami reform, schools, making- the 
grand total enrollment for the whole 
country 10,415,197. 


The report says the 178 schools- for 
condiUT and higher education of the 


colored race had sUg-htly over 40,000 
students enrolled, am in-crease of over 
2,000 for the year. 
The schools in- 


creased by 1G in. number, mostly hjgh, 
schools. There -were 25,092 pnpils in 
the elementary grades, 13,563 in- the 
secondary grades and 1,455 in the col- 
legiate departments. There were 4,672 
colored students studying for teachers. 
Industrial training Is a prominent-fea- 
ture in nearly all ol these.schools.
